A high American official, after a 
y ear of secret inv estigation, said last 
week he believ ed Adolf Hitler, Ev a 
Brau n and Martin Bormann still are 
aliv e. 
He said he was certain Hitler and 
his 
mistress-wife 
did 
not 
commit 
su icide in the final day s of the siege 
of Berlin and, with Bormann, su rv iv ­ 
ed the Eu rop ean war. 
Becau se of the natu re of his work, 
the sou rce mu st remain anony mou s. 
He is, howev er, considered highly re­ 
liable by American dip lomatic and 
military au thorities. 
He told a p ress serv ice rep resen­ 
tativ e in Berlin, “ Officially , I mu st 
tell y ou that Hitler, Brau n and Bor­ 
mann are considered dead. Bu t, p er- 
ip ersonally I am su re they are aliv e— 
or at least that they were aliv e when 
the war ended.

so many stories hav e tried to make 
u s believ e.’’

SEWER IMPROVEMENTS ON CITY’S LIST 


With the normal growth of any city it becomes necessary for ample 
provisions to be made by that city to take care of present and future 
requirements of utilities. 
Hamlin has had not only normal growth, but 
its progress of the past several months have outstripped the water and 
sewer capacity of the town, especially the latter. 
New homes and new 
business concerns have been in desperate need of more adequate sewage 
disposal. 
Not only are sewer lines in the developing sections of the town 
inadequate to care for the growth of Hamlin, but the disposal plant south 
of town is badly in need of expansion and improvements. 
Facts in the above paragraph have been known to the members of 
past and present progressive City Councils of Hamlin. 
Citizens calling 
free(jom to WOrk, 
and as 
our attention to that fact who have been prone to be critical of the condi­ 
tions have overlooked perhaps the difficulties confronting the members of 
Hamlin’s governing body. 
The City is aware of our needs, and prepara­ 
tions have been underway for some months to do something about the 
matter. 
Abnormal material shortages and lack of competent technicians 
who are needed to make improvements at the disposal plant are principal I jng for union funds. 


The hottest issue in the congres- 
| sional race is the regulation of the 
1 labor unions. 
It is “hot” because a 
! candidate faces the bitter and under- 
| handed opposition of the war-wealthy 
unions if he takes one side, and the 
wrath of the plain citizens who are 
being hurt if he takes the other. 
Either way, he will lose votes. 
It is interesting to see how our 
congressional’ candidates
